INDUSTRIAL IN TERESTS. 


Im p o rta n t M eeting o f th e Pacific C oast 
H o ard o f C om m erce. 


S a n F r a n c is c o . November 19th.—T hirty 
or more representative men from the prin­ 
cipal commercial 
organizations of the 
coast m et to day in the Chamber of Com­ 
merce rooms to form a Pacific Coast Cham­ 
ber ol Commerce. M uch lias already been 
printed regarding this project. 
Its object 
is to promote the efficiency and extend the 
usefulness of the various Boards of Trade, 
Chambers of Commerce and sim ilar or­ 
ganizations on this coast in order to secure 
unity and harm ony of action in reference 
to commercial usages, customs and laws, 
and especially to secure proper considera­ 
tion of questions pertaining to the finan­ 
cial. commercial and industrial interests of 
the Pacific coast. 
H. L. Dodge, of this city. Tem porary 
Chairm an, called them eeting to order, and 
by request Tem porary Secretary Haynes 
read the m inutes of the last m eeting in or­ 
der to show the plan of organization as 
already arranged. 
This is to lim it m em ­ 
bership to commercial organizations. The 
representation as planned is one delegate 
for every fifty members or fraction above 
twenty-five, and one delegate at large. No 
organization can have more than five dele­ 
gates, and each delegate may have one vote. 


TH E

rious organizations, were reported:

The Astoria and Portland delegates were 
not present. 
Nearly all the rest of the 
delegates above named were present, ex­ 
cept those of the State Board of Trade, of 
which W. H. Mills was the only represent­ 
ative. Proxies of delegates from the Los 
Angeles Board ot Trade were presented by 
the delegates from the Chamber of Com­ 
merce of that city, and were admitted. 
Captain M erry represented the Portland 
Chamber by proxy. 


TH E FIRST DISCUSSION. 
W hen Secretary Turrill, of the State 
..Board of Viticultural Commissioners pre­ 
sented his own nam e and that of Commis­ 
sioner DeBarth Shorb as delegates from 
that Board, a long discussion was caused 
by some one asking if the V iticultural 
Board is a commercial body. 
Major Jones, of Los Angeles, moved the 
admission of the V iticultural Board and 
State Board of Trade. 
The motion was ruled out of order, when 
a point of order was raised by Mr. Shorb, 
and on motion of Mr. Brierly, a Commit­ 
tee on Credentials was appointed, consist­ 
ing of W. A. Holcomb, F . A. Week and 
Mr. Shorb. 
After a recess of twenty m inutes the 
Credential Committee reported seating all 
delegates as named above. 


TU E SAN FRANCISCO CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
W ITHDRAW S. 
Mr. Briggs presented the record of the 
San Francisco Chamber, explaining its po­ 
sition and w ithdraw ing from the Pacific 
Coast Chamber, tor reasons already set 
forth. 
Mr. Holcomb moved the acceptance of 
the withdrawal of the San Francisco Cham­ 
ber. 
Mr. Shorb expressed regret at such w ith­ 
drawal, and asked if the action taken by 
the San Francisco Chamber was irrevoca­ 
ble. 
He regretted that 
San 
Francisco 
should not lead in this movement, as it 
should. 
It has been felt for a long tim e in 
other parts of tbe State that San Francisco 
is not in sympailiy with other sections. 
Mr. Briggs explained the action of the 
San Francisco Chamber, which he consid­ 
ered irrevocable. That organization has a 
long and honorable record, and so far ns 
investigated it cannot well divert any of its 
funds to support the proposed organization. 
There are many of the individual members 
of the San Francisco Chamber who will be 
glad to do all they can to support the new 
project. 
The nam e chosen for the new or­ 
ganization is in its way objectionable, and 
members of the San Francisco Chamber 
consider that some distinctive name other 
than “ Chamber of Commerce'’ would be 
far preferable. 
Judge McKnight, of Pasadena, predicted 
that mischief would come from all this ap­ 
parent ill-feeliDg at the outset of a great 
project. H e considered that the San F ran ­ 
cisco delegates had done wroDg in joining iu 
getting up this organization and then com­ 
ing here and withdrawing and lectnring 
others present. 
There has been too much 
sectional feeliug already, as all who have the 
best interest of the State at heart know too 
well. 
A ll who consider onr beet interests 
realize that this coast Bnd its prosperity are 
greater than^ that of any city. 
In his 
little city there is an organization doing 
w hat it may, and represented here. It is 
organized under the same law as the San 
FranciscoChamber, and the latter body can 
as legally aid the proposed project as can 
the Pasadena Board. 
Mr. Briggs denied somewhat warm ly 
having “lectured" the delegates, or that the 
San Francisco Chamber had engendered 
any ill-feeling. 
He asked that, since ap­ 
parently they were not necessary, the San 
Francisco Chamber delegates be permitted 
to withdraw from the meeting. 


SOME PLA IN TA LK. 
Mr. McNear and Mr. W angenheim , rep­ 
resenting the Produce Exchange, said they 
wonld have to secure further instructions 
before putting the Produce Exchange on 
record in regard to the m atter. 
Mr. Shorb asked that the San Francisco 
Chamber delegates, when they withdrew, 
take with them also the communication 
which they had presented. 
Mr. Lindley of Los Angeles expressed 
surprise at the turn affairs had taken. 
"If 
8an Francisco delegates th ick that in this 
way they will kill tbe organization they 
will find themselves m uch m istaken. We 
will have this organization if we have only 
two delegates.” 
H e favored Mr. Shorb s 
suggestion, having 
tbe 
communication 
from the San Francisco Chamber with­ 
drawn. 
In bis jndgm ent it never shonld 
have been presented. 
Mr. Briggs replied sharply that the m eet­ 
ing bad no power to tell the delegates to 
pocket their com m unication. “You may 
iead a horse to water, but you cannot 
m ake him drink." 
The motion a’lowing w ithdraw al of the 
San Francisco Chamber of Commerce was 
carried, and all withdrew. 


MORE W ITHDRAW ALS. 
Messrs. McNear and W angenheim, repre­ 
senting tbe Produce Exchange, then rose 
and also withdrew, saying they required 
further instructions. The Oakland delega­ 


tion made sim ilar explanation regarding 
desired instructions, but rem ained in at­ 
tendance. 
After the w ithdraw al a little discussion 
over the action followed. Major Jones of 
Los Angeles favored going ahead and or­ 
ganizing, adopting a constitution, etc. 
Mr. Mills, representing the State Beard 
of Trade, said in his judgm ent the adm is­ 
sion of the 8tate Board of Trade and other 
bodies was not the reason for the w ith­ 
drawal of the delegates, for their actioa 
had been decided upon long ago. Mr. 
Mills proceeded to explain his silnation in 
representing the State Board, and of the 
broad scope of the work of that organiza­ 
tion. H e spoke earnestly of the need of 
earnest co-operation among all interested 
in the growth and prosperity of this coast. 
H is remarks were greeted with applause. 
Pending the report of the Committee on 
Constitution, a recess was taken. 
On reassembling Mr. Lindley, of the Con­ 
stitution Committee, explained that in the 
constitution and by-laws subm itted some 
changes m ight be advisable. The report 
was then read article by article. 
As to name, discussion ensued. It was 
urged by an Oakland delegate that the 
name “Chamber of Commerce” he changed 
to respect the wishes of the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce delegates. 
It was 
agreed to m ake the name “Pacific Coast 
Board of Commerce.” 
Also, to lim it m em ­ 
bership to bodies having not less than 
thirty members. 


N A R R O W ESC A PE. 


Tw o Elen H ave a R ough E x p erien ce on 
th e W aves in a Storm . 


T a c o m a , November 19th.—A rthur P at­ 
rick, son of Judge Patrick of this city, had 
a narrow escape from* death during the 
storm on Sunday. 
H e left McNeil's Island about 10 o’clock 
with a prisoner for Steilacoom, after the 
mail. The gale overlook them , and they 
took down the sail and kept the boat be­ 
fore the wind. 
It kept one of them bail­ 
ing out the water all the time, as the waves 
ran very high. 
The boat drifted over toward Fox Island 
and they tried to oeach her properly, but 
could not, as the surf was frightful. They 
at last made up their minds to jump. 
They leaped for an imm ense log and 
missed it. 
The boat was throw n np by the waves 
and came down on them . The prisoner 
was badly cut in the leg, and the boat fell 
on A rthur Patrick’s back, injuring him 
very seriously. H e was pinned between 
tbe boat and the log, and he was struck 
with such force that the gold case of his 
watch was crushed in. 
Both got ashore all right about 12:30 
o’clock, being very cold and wet. About 3 
o'clock they found a cabin and were cared 
for. T hey' reached McNeil’s Island the 
next afternoon. Patrick can’t w alk, owing 
to the injury to his back.

The shoot­ 
ing was accidental. 
This afternoon W. F. Rosa, a Constable 
from Modesto, stepped from a moving train, 
and was violently thrown to the ground 
and seriously injured. 
Last night someone from the outside 
sawed the iron bar to the jail window 
nearly off, and bent it badly trying to pry 
it out.

From papers found sewed in the lining 
of his coat, it was learned that Knudson 
came from an aristocratic family in Nor­ 
way. 
He m arried, contrary to the wishes of 
relatives, and sailed for America. 
On ship-board his young wife was se­ 
duced by the officers of the ship, and in 
his rage on the wom an’s confession, he 
threw her into the sea. 
He was not sus­ 
pected of the crime, it being supposed that 
the woman suicided in a fit of remorse. 
Knndson was haunted by tbe crime, and 
roamed through the U nited States until 
his means were exhausted, when he be­ 
came a recluse iu the m ountains in Hook­ 
er’s Canyon.

S a l t L a k e C it y , November 19th.—The 
investigation in regard to Mormon obliga­ 
tions was continued to-day before Judge 
Anderson. The defense introduced much 
documental evidence to show the church 
was not disloyal, and to controvert the 
statem ents as to murders, etc. 
Charles W . Penrose, one of the best 
known preachers of the church, denied 
that the President of the church ever or­ 
dered the killing of any man for apostacy. 
He understood the docfrine of blood atone­ 
ment to mean when a man committed 
m urder or adultery he should be killed.

C h ic a g o , November lGth.—The first wit­ 
ness in the Cronin trial this m orning was 
policeman Redmond McDonald. H e testi­ 
fied that he saw Dan Coughlin at East 
Chicago Avenue, near the Police Station, 
between 8:40 and 9 o’clock on the night of 
(he mnrder. On cross-examination witness 
fixed the time at 9 to 9:15. 
Cross-examination 
developed the fact 
that witneas was a member of Camp 20, 
Clan-na Gael. 
W ilness did not speak of 
the fact to anybody but officer Scott, who 
was also a member of Camp 20. until last 
Saturday, when he told Captain Schuettler. 
W itness said the fear of being mixed up in 
the m atter kept him from speaking of it 
sooner. 
The witness was then asked when he first 
learned of the connection of Coughlin’s 
name with the horse and buggy in which 
Cronin was driven. H e stated it was before 
the body was found. 
There was a sensation when the counsel 
for the prosecution asked the witness if he 
did not remember that Coughlin’s name 
was never connected with the horse in any 
m anner in the public press until three days 
after the discovery of the body. 
W illiam Mulcahy, an employee of O'Sul­ 
livan, testified that he heard O’Sullivan 
speak of his contract with Dr. Cronin on 
the day of the m urder. The witness fur­ 
ther testified that O'Sullivan and he were 
on the ice wagon together; they had supper 
together and read during the evening, go­ 
ing to bed at the same tim e and sleeping in 
the same bed. O'Sullivan was not out of 
the house that night. The witness also 
said be had heard a conversation between 
the old man Carlson and O’Sullivan about 
the tenants of the Carlson cottage. The 
old man testified that O'Sullivan said he 
knew that they were all right. The wit­ 
ness testified that O'Sullivan said he knew 
nothing of them . 
The ground-work was laid in the cross­ 
exam ination for connecting the witDess 
with the driver of the white horse, who de­ 
coyed Cronin to death; bnt the witness de­ 
nied that he had let his beard grow in that 
time, or wore a different overcoat from the 
one brought by him to the Court-room. 
Mulcahy knew of O'Sullivan’s contract 
with Cronin, having once spoken to his 
employer about a ¡ame toot and being told 
to go to Cronin, who was under contract to 
treat all of his men. 
Thomas W hallen, whose wife keeps a 
boarding-house, where O'Sullivan and the 
men lived, was quite sure the iceman was 
not out of the house on the night of the 
mnrder. 
W illiam Flenn, an Inter-Ocean reporter, 
testified that one week after tbe m urder 
Mrs. Conklin told him that the W hitehorse 
brought to her door from D enan’s stable 
did not resemble the horse behind which 
Cronin was driven away. 
Edward Jones, a Daily News reporter, 
testified that he and auother reporter went 
to the Carlson cottage after the discovery 
of Cronin’s body and as a joke got some 
cotton hatting and a piece of liver and 
smeared the blood from the latter upon 
the cotton and put the blood-stained bat­ 
ting in the cellar. 
W itness denied that he 
had put it there to furnish material for a 
sensation in his paper. 
Three of O’Sullivan's employes corrob­ 
orated tbe evidence to establish an alibi 
for the icentan. One of them told about 
distributing a num ber of O'Sullivan's cards, 
which have been produced in evidence, 
with a view to working np trade. 
On the cross-examination of Pat Bran- 
nan, another employe of O 'Sullivan’s, the 
fa c tw 3 s brought out that the lawyers for the 
defense got a lot o f their witnesses together 
at O'SnliivBn’s house last Sunday and went 
over their testimony in the presence of the 
entire company.

H e said that universal 
suffrage had finally been crowned with the 
trium ph of democracy by the recent elec­ 
tions. H e invited all Frencnmen to unite 
under the banner which the reput lie has 
raised above tbe parties, and which from 
this day forward is above attack. 
Fiance 
had not only signified that she intends to 
m aintain, fortify and develop tbe institu­ 
tions which she founded, but resolved that 
the republic shall mean ,a stable Govern­ 
m ent, securing order, progress and respect 
at home and abroad. 
We propose to put 
aside all questions irritating and dividing 
m en's m inds, and to direct our whole at­ 
tention to the solution of the problems of 
economy and social justice. 
In conclusion he said ; 
“Let us labor to­ 
gether to complete the organization of 
democracy. 
You have a right to demand 
of us persevering firmness, and we need 
your confidence. 
In comm unicating to 
your our plans we ask your co operation in 
the nam e of the republic.” 
Mangan (Radical) moved that urgency 
be granted for the consideration of the 
question of the revision of the Constitu­ 
tion, but the motion was rejected.

IS NIHILISM DEADT 


The intelligent St. Petersburg corre­ 
spondent of the New York Evening Post 
gives it as his unqualified opinion that 
Nihilism is dead in Russia. Of that, he 
says, there can be no manner of doubt. 
The Government is so convinced of it, that 
it has abolished the system of special 
military protection, and abandoned the 
military Governments in several important 
population centers. There are no more 
revolutionary newspapers, no more circu­ 
lars, no more of secret messages from 
Switzerland and Paris, and the great Nihil­ 
ist leaders abroad confess that they have 
become convinced of tbe inutility and in­ 
effectiveness of their old plans, and of the 
dynamite system of terrorism. In addi­ 
tion to these facts, it is to lie remembered 
that the great hot-beds of Nihilism, the 
colleges and universities, have, by reason of 
Government rigor, undergone a great 
change in their population. The students 
of the new generation are not the hot­ 
heads and revolutionists of the past order; 
they are plain, practical fellows, who are 
careful to care nothing for politics, and to 
have an eye’ mainly to qualifying them­ 
selves for the active duties of life. That 
the course of the Government in classing 
all students as political suspects, had a 
great deal to do with this change, is a 
matter of course. The correspondent con­ 
cludes that the old Nihilists have ceased 
operations because they have become con­ 
vinced that Voltaire was right—“A people 
have just the Government they deserve.” 
Another reason for the decay of Nihilism 
is that the great writers of Russia are dy­ 
ing off, and none come forward to fill their 
places; the press, too, once keen, witty and 
bright, has become commonplace and 
nerveless, and is rapidly sinking into me­ 
diocrity. The Russian censor is too much 
for it, its vitality is not equal to the effort 
of withstanding his icy breath. 
Even or­ 
dinarily strong works on morals and science 
are forbidden in Russia now, and such 
books as Draper's “Conflict of Religion 
with Science,” and Mill on “Political 
Economy,” are forbidden in the Empire. 
No doubt all is true that the correspondent 
states, and that the official terrorism in 
Russia is to-day greater than ever before, 
so that even the breathing of a liberal sen­ 
timent subjects one to arrest or warning; 
nevertheless 
the 
conclusion must 
be 
reached tiiat there will he an end to such 
a system, and that eventually there will 
be a revolt, not that of the Nihilist, proh 
ably, but a revolt that will be too strong 
and gain too much momentum for the 
Government to successfully resist, as it has 
in the triumph over Nihilism. 


T h e Cologne Gazette throws out the sug­ 
gestion tiiat Southern Brazil is German in 
spiril, and that the people are attached to 
German traditions. Hence, it argHes, it 
will be difficult for the new Republic to 
save Southern Brazil from chaps, and 
therefore Germany is immediately inter­ 
ested in the new relations opening up. If 
this means anything at all, it means that 
Germany is expected to oppose a republi- 
cm form of government in Brazil, or a 
portion of it. Possibly German statesman­ 
ship may take a more discreet view of the 
matter. If, however, it shall prove to he 
so short-sighted as to interfere, it will be 
very difficult to prevent the interposition 
of other nations also; and it is not at all 
unlikely that the United States of America 
will become, to some extent, involved in 
the direction of its sympathies and com­ 
mercial interests.

T he National Grange assembled at 9:30 
a . m. yesterday, and w as opened in the 
Fourth Degree,with Brother Jam es Draper, 
W orthy Overseer, presiding, and Brother 
W iiliam Sims, W orthy Treasurer pro tem., 
and 9 b ter S. A. Rose, Ceres pro tem. 
Horace Davis. President of the State 
University, in a communication, invited 
the delegates to visit the University, the 
Agricultural College, the 
Experim ental 
Station, and at the same tim e to observe 
the library, museums, laboratories and 
other appliances for education in their 
branches. 
The State Board of H orticulture invited 
the delegates to be present at the next 
m onthly meeting of the Board in San 
Francisco, on November 29th, when m at­ 
ters pertaining to the fruit industries ot the 
State will be discussed. 
Both invitations were ordered spread on 
the record. 
At 10 p. m. the special order—the fixing 
of a place for holding the twenty-fourth 
annual session of the National Grange— 
was entered upon. The following places 
for holding the m eeting were m entioned 
and supported: 
O. E. H all named Nebraska, S. H . Ellis 
naured Ohio, C. H . K nott named West 
Virginia, T. H. Kimbrough named Atlanta, 
Ga., and H . H aw kins named Montgomery, 
A la. 
A vote was taken, and a m ajoiitv of tbe 
members voting for Atlanta, it was decided 
to hold the next session in that city. 
Brother T. H . Kim brough offered a sup­ 
plem ental report from the Committee on 
A griculture,as follows, which was adopted: 
As a supplem ental report of tb e Com m ittee 
on A griculture, to whom was relerred the pre­ 
am ble and 
resolutions of B rother Sims, of 
K ansas, relating to sm all profits on capital in ­ 
vested in agriculture, recom m end th at a p rac­ 
tical p lan be adopted by w hich the cost o f our 
agricultural products m ay be accurately ascer­ 
tained and reported; and would assure th e ag ri­ 
culturists of A m erica th at th e O rder of Patrons 
of H usbandry is in sym pathy w ith an d w ill use 
its utm ost endeavors to secure for them a re­ 
m unerative price for products o f th e farm.

A further report from the same com m it­ 
tee was offered by its Chairman, Brother 
A. E. Page (and it was adopted), as fol­ 
lows: 
Worth!/ .Vaster: Y our Com m ittee on A gricul­ 
ture, to whom was relerred a resolution asking 
th at th e seeds hereafter distributed through the 
A gricultural D epartm ent be thoroughly tested 
by th e different experim ent stations in th e sev­ 
eral States before being sent out, have con­ 
sidered the sam e, a n d recom m end th a t it do 
pass. 
Brother A lpha Messer (Chairm an) pre­ 
sented the gei eral report of the Committee 
on Co operation, which was approved by 
the Grange. 
B rother J. B. Bailey, Chairman of the 
Committee on Good of the Order, read the 
general report of his committee, which was 
concurred in. 
Brother W illiam Sims made a report for 
the Committee on Constitution and By­ 
Laws, in relation to a resolution that the 
Constitution be so amended as to permit 
State Granges to regulate fees and dues 
w ithin their respective States. 
The report 
elicited considerable debate, and pending 
discussion recess was taken at 12:30 o'clock. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The National Grange reassembled at 2:30 
p. M., and took up for consideration tbe 
balance of the report of the Committee on 
Constitution and By-laws. An amendm ent 
to tbe Constitution, allowing all State 
Granges to regulate their own mem bership 
fees and dues, was lost. 
A motion to suspend the five-minute 
tule was also lost. 
A motion was made by Mr. Page, and 
carried, to print 2,500 copies of tbe report 
oa co-operation, to be ready for distribution 
the following day to members 
A partial report of the Committee on 
Education, in regard to the resolution ot 
W atsonville Grange, to make a sufficient 
knowledge of our language tmd Constitu­ 
tion, ana a certain am ount of property, 
qualifications for the franchise for either 
sex, recommended that the report be re­ 
turned to said Grange, as it was deemed 
unwise and impolitic for this organization 
to place itself on record without more 
tim e to consider so Im portant a subject. 
Concurred in. 
The report of the Committee on Agri­ 
culture,in regard to indorsing the California 
law of taxation on mortgages, was re­ 
ceived, and the m atter referred to the State 
Granges, to act upon as they see fit. 
A can of choice California fruit was pre­ 
sented to the delegates of each State by A. 
D. Christianson, of Sacramento. 
Mrs. Clardey, of Missoari, introduced a 
resolution of thanks to the brothers and 
sisters of California for their courtesy and 
hospitality, which was adopted. 
Mr. Page ot Missouri introduced a resolu­ 
tion to appoint a committee of three to pre­ 
sent the enactments of this body requiring 
legislation 
in Congress, 
and Governor 
Robie, 
Master Brigham and 
Secre'ary 
Trim ble were made the committee. 
H . E Hayes of Oregon introduced a teso- 
lution in favor of tbe A ustralian system of 
voting. 
Governor Robie spoke in favor of the 
present system, and condemned the A us­ 
tralian system as favoring increased ex­ 
penses and forms. 
In Lynn, Mass., where 
the system was in use, fifty votes in one 
precinct were thrown aside on account of 
mistakes in the ballots. In Maine there 
was no necessity for the system, and the 
people of that State so recorded their views 
by an almost unanim ous vote. 
He was 
willing to confess that there m ight be more 
in it than be knew. 
It was on trial and we 
would like to see how it worked in States 
where it had been adopted. 
In New Bruns­ 
wick, where it had been used for years, 
there were more corruption and fraud than 
in Maine, where it had never been nsed. 
He was proud of his vote and he wanted 
people to know how he voted. The men of 
Maine wanted the people to know how 
they voted. The poor fellows who had a 
vote to sell could go and stick it into an en­ 
velope, bat the American citizen does not 
require an envelope to put bis vote into. 
H e made a motion to refer the whole m at­ 
ter to the several Slates. 
Mr. W are of Massachusetts was glad to 
say that the succc as of the Australian sys­ 
tem was complete in Massachusetts. 
It 
was approved by the press and by every­ 
body who had an opportunity to try the 
system. 
I: was a successful experiment. 
It gives every laboring man an opportunity 
to express him seif at tbe ballot-box as he 
pleases, without any influence or direction 
from his employer, and it prevented the 
exercise of such influence to the detrim ent 
of the voter. This system is a complete 
protection against the voter being influenced 
or directed by the money power of his em ­ 
ployer. 
It has been urged that we should 
all be proud to have our vote known, but 
he regarded it as more im portant that every 
individual be able to express himself at the 
polls as In his judgment he sees fit. The 
experim tnt in Massachusetts had proved a 
success, and saves not only money, but 
time, it having been found that they can 
get the ballots counted more quickly by 
this system than by any other. 
Mr. Sims of Kansas was satisfied that 
wealthy corporations all over tbe country 
are m aking corruption in the ballot, and 
considered the Australian system as a step 
in the right direction. 
Mr. Bailey, of Mississippi, thought it 
might work a hardship on those of his 
State who could not read nor write. 
Mr. Williams, of N orth Carolina, said 
the system had become a law in his State, 
but a provision had been made for those 
who conld not read nor write. 
The motion to refer to the several States 
was lost, and tbe 1 evolution was adopted 
On motion of the m ember from Ne­ 
braska, 1,000 copies of the report of the 
Committee on Agriculture were ordered 
for distnbntion. 
A resolution from the California State 
Grange, introduced by E. W. Davis, as to 
tbe appointm ent of some of the officers of 
the Grange, was referred to the Committee 
on Constitution and By-Laws. 
Communications were read from W. H. 
Nelson, Master of the Tennessee State 
Grange, and H M. M urray. Master of the 
State Grange of M aryland, which made re­ 
ports of their Granges, and were ordered 
placed with tb erep o riscf Masters. 
Secretary W oodmen, of the Execntive 
¡ Committee, presented his account of ex- 
• pense-*, which was referred to the proper 
committee. 
The r.-nslderation of the m inority re­ 
port of the Ccmr. ittee on Resolutions, for 
ihe elfc-ion ot United States Senators, etc . 
' by direc: vete oí the people, was postponed 


until the Chairm an of the committee was 
present.

A recess was taken until 7:30 p. m , when 
tbe National Grange m et at Masonic Hall, 
and conferred the Seventh and highest De­ 
gree (Ceres) on a class of over two hundred 
and seventy-five reDreseDtatives and visit­ 
ing Masters and Matrons.

During the exercises of tbe National 
Grange yesterday afternoon a very pleasing 
incident lent variety to the occasion Hon. 
W illiam Johnston brought to the W orthy 
M aster's desk Senator Langford, and intro 
duced him to the National Chief of the 
Order. 
Following this presentation of the 
Senator was the presentation of a banner 
wrought by Mrs. L. A. H aw kins of Ala­ 
bama, and presented by Mrs. W illiam 
Johnston to Senator Langford in behalf 
of the National GraDge. in recognition of 
his services in bringing this national body 
to our coast. 
The presentation by Mrs. 
Johnston was most graceful and appropri­ 
ate, and was responded to by the Senator 
in a most happy m anner.

A MODOC CASE. 


T h e S n p re m e C o u rt A ffirm s th e J u d g m e n t 
i u a n £ (je c tm e n t C ase. 
The Snprem e Court yesterday filed a de­ 
cision in the case of Julia aDd George M. 
Gleason vs. Jesse D. and Lodica Spray, an 
action in ejectment to recover certain lots 
in the town of Alturas, Modoc county. 
In 
the Superior Court judgm ent was given for 
defendants, from which (and an order deny­ 
ing a new trial) the plaintiffs appealed. 
T he lower Conrt found and adjudged that 
the principal instrum ent, in the form of a 
deed absolute, relied upon herein for a re­ 
covery, was intended and accepted as a 
mortgage, and that the same having been 
executed by the husband alone, while the 
property in controversy was a homestead, 
was void and of no effect. The defendant, 
J. D. Spray, while the owner of and resid­ 
ing with bis wife upon the property, on Oc­ 
tober 20, 1884, m ade and caused to be re­ 
cordel a declaration of homestead embrac­ 
ing tbe same property, and on April 7, 
1885, w hile the homestead thus created was 
still subsisting, he executed and delivered 
to G. M. Gleason, one of the plaintiffs, a 
general warranty deed, absolute in iorm, 
embracing the homestead with other real 
property. This deed, the Court found, was 
intended as a mortgage. 
Therefore, on May 25, 1885, the defend­ 
ants, Spray and wife, by a joint declaration 
to that effect, and duly filed in the proper 
office, abandoned the homestead. 
On May 
26, 1888, G. M. Gleason, by a deed of g ft, 
conveyed to Julia, his wife, the same prop­ 
erty described in Spray’s deed to him . 
The Suprem e Court says: 
“The first 
question arising on those facts is as to 
w hether the deed of Spray to Gleason was 
absolutely void, or only inoperative against 
the home-tead while it existed as such. It 
does not clearly appear w hether the prop­ 
erty in question was the separate property 
of Spray or the com m unity property of 
himself and wife; but, whatever its char­ 
acter m ay have been.it was, by the declara­ 
tion of homestead, converted into the joint 
property of both.” 
The decision concludes: “W hen Gleason 
took the deed embracing the homestead 
from Spray tbe declaration of homestead, 
unaffected by any abandonm ent, stood of 
record. H e was therefore charged with 
notice of the existence of the homestead, 
and as he took tbe deed embracing the 
homestead property w ithout the signature 
and acknowledgment of Spray’s wife, the 
deed as to such homestead property was 
void. It is therefore unnecessary to in ­ 
quire whether the instrum ent was intended 
as a deed or mortgage. 
“The judgm.-nt and order appealed from 
should therefore be affirmed.” 


SINGLE TAX. 


T lie N a tio n a l G ra n g e D o es N o t In d o rs e , 
B u t O p p o se s I t . 
In the published report of the N ational 
Grange proceedings of M onday appeared 
a paragraph to tbe effect that that body had 
indorsed the single tax theory. This was a 
m istake. The Grange adopted the report 
of the committee on that subject, but the 
report itself was opposed to the H enry 
George idee. 
The resolutions subm itted to the com m it­ 
tee were as follow s: 


W h e r e a s : T here is now reported w ithin the 
U nited States a party calling them selves the 
One T ax party, whose intention is to place all 
taxes upon real estate or upon landsoniy; th ere­ 
fore. 
Kesolved, T h at the N ational Grange believes 
th a t such tax atio n w ould be to increase th e bur­ 
dens o f th e farm ers and those w ho live on th e 
farm , aud w ould, furtherm ore, build up and es- 
taolish privileged classes of m oneyed m en and 
personal property holders. 
Resolten, T hat the N ational G range 
docs 
herehv declare its condem nation of a m ovem ent 
w hich’ they believe to be unjust and oppressive 
to th e farm ers, w ho are afready the heaviest 
taxed of all other classes. 
Following is the report of the committee 
on the above resolutions : 
Resulted, T h at there is a grow ing tendency to­ 
w ard a system of taxation th at, if accepted, 
w ill put upon laud the entire burden is so ap­ 
parent th a t he w ho runs m ay read, Such action, 
it seems to us, would be unjust. It would place 
upon one industry an obligation th a t should he 
borne equitably, through proper apportionm ent, 
by all industries, Investm ents and economies. 
A lready lan d hears too great a share of ta x a ­ 
tion, because its value is alw ays open to every 
observer, w hile other properties are subject to 
cancealm ent, or becom e elusive w hen the As­ 
sessors m ake th eir an n u al rounds.

THEY CALL AN ELECTION FOE SCHOOL 
SUPERINTENDENT, ETC. 


C o n tracts A w ard ed for S treet W o rk —An 
A p p eal to H av e th e S ev en teen th . 


S tre e t S etter F ixed. 


T he Board of City Trustees m et yester­ 
day f*:r regular weekly session. Present— 
Trustees M cLaughlin and W olf. Mayor 
Gregory was absent, owing to illness. 
The report of the Engineer of the W ater 
W orks showed that daring the past week 
2', ,743,000 gallons of water was pumped, 
the Holly pum p running 173 hours, and 
the Stevens pum p 31 hours. 
A committee from the Im provem ent A s­ 
sociation, composed of C. A. Luhrs, Dr. 
Parkinson and F*lix Tracy, appeared be­ 
fore the Board and urged that action be 
taken looking toward the im provem ent of 
the condition of the Seventeenth-street 
sewer canal, in accordance w ith the sug­ 
gestions embraced in the report m ade by 
Dr. Parkinson last week to the Im prove­ 
m ent Association, which were published in 
the R ecokh-Usion at that tim e. 
Dr. Parkinson, on behalt of the com m it­ 
tee, reviewed the .■'ubject at some length, 
giving bis reasons why certain institutions 
should not be perm itted to run their sew­ 
age into ttial canal. The Thirty-first street 
cana!, he said, should be m aintained as an 
open water-way to drain ©If the Burns 
Slough, b at should not be allowed to be 
converted into a sewer. 
T he Board requested the committee to 
call again at the next meeting, and lay the 
m atter before a full Board. 
A Mrs. M urphy appeared before the 
Board with a com plaint that her yard was 
flooded by water from an adjoining barn. 
The Board suggested that the Courts m ight 
grant her the desired relief. 
A num erously signed petition from resi­ 
dents in the vicinity of Tw enty-eighth and 
M streets, for an electric light at that point, 
was referred to the Street Commissioner. 
Bids for improving Fourteenth street, 
from C to D, were received from Antonio 
King, B. Labs and D. M. Cox 
The con­ 
tract was awarded to King. 
H enry Dehn received the contract for 
improving Twenty-eighth street, from J 
to K . 
Street 
Commissioner M cLaughlin re­ 
ported in relation to the remonstraoce 
against ibe im provem ent ol Fourteenth 
street, from K to L, recommending that the 
work be done. So ordered. 
The remonstrance against improving H 
street from Sixth to Seventh was laid over 
one week for consideration. 
Resolutions were adopted of the Board's 
intention to order improved K street from 
Twenty-sixth to Thirty-first. 
A sewer was ordered constructed in the 
alley between H and I, Sixth and Seventh. 
Mr. Carlaw appeared and asked the 
Board to giant him a deed to a cemetery 
lot which he claimed to have fully paid for, 
but over the price to which a controversy 
has arisen. 
H e was told to call at a fature meetiDg 
and explain his case to a full Board. 
A Mr. Jacobs asked that the alley be­ 
tween T and TJ, Tenth and Eleventh be 
opened. 
Referred. 
The Clerk was directed to give ten days' 
notice that an election would be held bn 
Monday. December 2d, for a City Superin­ 
tendent of Schools and one School Director 
in each ward. 
Polling places and officers of election 
were selected as follow s: 
First W ard—Polls on F ourth street, be­ 
tween J and K. Inspector, W illiam Miner;

NOT YET SETTLED. 


RIFLE SCORES. 


A M em b er of C om pany G R eplies to R e­ 
c e n t C riticism s. 
E ds. R ecord-U nio n: 
Last M onday'sedi­ 
tion of the R eooed U nion contained an in­ 
terview with a m em ber of Company G, or, 
in other words, with its “ chronic m em ber.” 
The first thing he gushes over is that the 
shooting scores, as published in the R eo- 


obd-U n io n, are unfair. Now, as a m atter 
of fact, to any fair-m inded m an they are 
perfectly correct. 
If a m an on his first 
score makes 36 points, and on a subsequent 
score he makes 42, he will naturally want 
the better score published. 
Now, what is 
the difference wliich score is published? 
They were both fairly made, and the scores 
hereafter will be published as heretofore, 
and as for his rem onstrating with Captain 
H all, I will say right here that the latter 
does not bother him self w ith publishing 
the scores; he knows they are correct, or 
they would not be in the paper. 
The kicker says: 
“1 could tell yon 
the names of several m ilitiam en in this 
city who are decorated with gold bars they 
are not entitled to.” 
That is a downright 
fabrication and a libel on the National 
Guard of California, and the company in 
this city ought to “ nail” it as such, because 
it places the commanding officers in a bad 
light, inasm uch as they have to certify to 
the correctness of every score before deco­ 
rations are issued. 
Then, agaiD, he says “there is entirely 
too m uch m onkeying with the target.” 
This prevarication, as its predecessor, m ust 
be “nailed” on the spot. The idea that 
m arkers often assist their friends m ust lie 
in his eyes or else he has had friends of his 
own doing the m arking. But there is no­ 
body that I know of, in the last two years, 
who has received such assistance, unless, 
as I have said, the “interviewed” pariy 
himself had a friend to assist him (or his 
friends) in enlarging their scores; and, as 
they were not found out, he, of course, may 
know of what he speaks. 
To show how little he knows of that 
which he is talking about. I will here give 
a message that Captain H all sent by me to 
our (Company G) Target Master before the 
last annual shoot: “Get two m arkers and 
take them out to the range early, before 
anybody gets there, and let no m em ber of 
the company know who they are, and have 
them stay down by the targets until the 
shooting is over.” 
It is needless to add 
that his wishes were complied with to the 
letter. There may have been some “ m onk­ 
eying” (as the gentleman calls ii) with the 
target some years ago, but none of the old 
members in Company G can remember 
anything of it. But it is safe to say that 
every member wearing decorations in Com­ 
pany G earned them by the best of Cap­ 
tain H all’s knowledge—that is to say, 
since he has been in command. 
The writer does not wisn to deal in per­ 
sonalities, but it does seem that when a 
m an (a member of an organization) can 
utter such an abominable lot of nonsense 
in regard to his own company, and w ith­ 
out substantial proof to back his assertions, 
he ought to be dishonorably discharged. 
Not that the members in the company do 
not know them to be false, but it casts a 
slur upon the State militia.

SENSIBLE 
TALK. 


T h e P o lice S alary Case P a rtia lly A rg u ed 
in th e S uprem e C ourt. 
The police salary case was argued in De­ 
partm ent Two of the Supreme Court yes­ 
terday. Judge Arm strong of the Superior 
Court some tim e since ordered a w rit of 
m andam us to issue compelling the City 
Trustees to levy a special tax sufficient to 
pay the salaries of the ten additional police 
officers. 
From this judgm ent the Trustees 
appealed to the Srorem e Court. 
Grove L. John„on, in presenting the m at 
ter to the Supreme Court yesterday on be­ 
h alf of the Trustees, vigorously attacked 
the constitutionality of the Act of the last 
Legislature authorizing the Police Com­ 
missioners to increase the police force from 
ten to thirty members. 
He argued that the 
Act was an am endm ent to the city charter, 
and under the Constitution was special leg­ 
islation. 
Counsel for the officers, Messrs. Denson 
and Blanchard, argued a point that was not 
m ade in the Superior Court—namely, that 
the Police Commissioners do not, nor does 
the police force, exercise m unicipal func­ 
tions. but that the Commission is a depart­ 
m ent created by the State as a means of 
conserving the public peace, and is organ­ 
ized and established by the Legislature u n ­ 
der the general public power of the State. 
Justice Thornton asked if the Supreme 
Court bed not decided several times that 
an old city charter could not be amended 
by a special Act. 
Mr. Johnson contended that it had so 
decided, bnt counsel on the other side con­ 
tended to the contrary, and that the ques­ 
tion was s new one. 
Respondent was then allowed to file his 
brief, and appellant was given fifteen days 
to reply, the canse to be thereupon sub­ 
mitted. 


H e W as a Good M an. 
Jam es Klees, of Rocklin, says that the 
published reports in regard to E. M. Cady, 
who was drowned in the river here on 
Thursday last, did the deceased a great in­ 
justice, in s’ating that he was a heavy 
drinker and had been gambling. 
Mr. 
Klees says that be had heard that deceased 
had been playing faro, but that an investi­ 
gation failed to show that to be a fact. H e 
asserts that Mr. Cady was a worthy m an, 
well liked by all wbo knew him , and that 
he could not be called a hard drinker. He 
had known him for twenty year3, and 
knew him to be a good, honest, straightfor­ 
ward m an.

A th letic K xhibition. 
The proposed exhibition of athletics and 
gym nastics by the Sacramento Athletic 
Club will occur on Saturday evening, the 
30th of November, instead of on December 
7lh as previously announced. The change 
is owing to a m isunderstending with Man­ 
ager H all of the M etropolitan Theater, 
where the perform ance is to take place. 
The exhibition promises to be a very fine 
affair, and will give the ladies an opportu­ 
nity to see w hat boxing, wrestling and 
other m anlv sports are like when deline­ 
ated by artists and in a gentlem anly m an­ 
ner. 


R elativ es H av e F re ced eo ce. 
Miss Annie Kane, of San Francisco, a 
niece of Thomas Arm strong the harness- 
m aker who died last week, leaving a con­ 
siderable estate, was yesterday appointed 
special adm inistratrix of his estate. The 
Public Administrator, W . P. Harlow, con­ 
tested her right to letters, but Judge Van 
Fleet held that a relative was entitled to 
adm inister npon an estate in preference to 
;' e Public A dm inistrator. F. D. Ryan ap- 
yeared for Miss Kane, and R. T. Devlin for 
the Public A dm inistrator. 


T h e S uprem e C ourt R e b u k es a n A tto r­ 
ney for T rilling W ith It. 
Moses Kelly was convicted in 
Yolo 
county of malicious mischief, in putting a 
poisonous substance into a watering-trough 
w ith intent that the same should be taken 
and swallowed by horses, dogs and other 
anim als. 
H e was refused a new trial, and 
appealed to the Supreme Court, which yes­ 
terday rendered an opinion affirming the 
judgm ent. The Court, in its opinion, says: 
“The appellant contended that the infor­ 
mation does not state that the crim e was 
committed in Yolo county. The making 
of such a point is trifling with the Court. 
The next point made is that the informa­ 
tion does not charge a crime; and here we 
are treated to a long dissertation upon the 
fact that poison is found in a large num ber 
of substances used for food and for m edi­ 
cine for both m an and beast. B at there 
can be no m isunderstanding of w hat the 
statute means when it uses the term ‘poi­ 
sonous substance.' 
The offense is charged 
in the language of the statute, and the 
charge is sufficient. 
“It is also claimed that the evidence was 
insufficient to justify the verdict. 
Much of 
the evidence was circumstantial, but this, 
taken in connection w ith the direct evi­ 
dence, made out a very strong case against 
the defendant. There was no error in the 
ruling of the Court in the admission of tes­ 
timony, or in refusing to strike out portions 
that had been given. 
“A point is also made upon the fact that 
the charge and conviction is tor malicious 
mischief, while the judgm ent is one of im ­ 
prisonm ent in the State Prison. The judg­ 
m ent is fully authorized by section 596 of 
the Penal Code, nnder which the informa­ 
tion is filed.” 
The opinion was written by Justice Fox. 


MUIR AGAIN. 


STEVENS WILL CASE. 


A ll th e Issu es Involved F o lly A rgued Re- 
fore th e S uprem e C ourt. 
In D epartm ent Two ot the Supreme 
Court yesterday the contested m atter of the 
estate of the late A. J. Stevens was argued. 
The deceased (who wsb Master Mechanic 
for the Southern Pacific Company) left a 
will in which he beqneath.d all his prop­ 
erty to his wife. 
H e made no m ention in 
the will of any of his children. 
His 
daughter, Mrs. Hubbard, claimed her share 
of the estate as u preterm itted heir, under 
Section 1307 of the Civil Code, which pro­ 
vides: 
“ W hen any testator omits to pro­ 
vide in his will for any of his children, or 
the issue of any deceased child, unless it 
appears that such omission was intentional, 
such child, or the issue of such child, m ust 
have the same share in the estate of the 
testator as if he had died intestate, and 
succeeds thereto, as provided in the pre­ 
ceding section.” 
Judge Van Fleet held that Mrs. Hubbard 
was om itted from the w ill; that it did not 
appear that such omission was intentional, 
and that she was entitled to one-fourth of 
the estate. 
H e also heid that the proceed­ 
ings for the adoptiou of Mrs. H ubbard's 
son, W illie Stevens, were illegal and void, 
because the County Judge did not have 
authority, under the State Constitution as 
it then was, to hear and determine adoption 
cases : that such cases are Bpecial cases and 
can only be determined in some Court of 
the State, and that the County Judge was 
not the County Court. 
From this decision Mrs. A. J. Stevens 
appealed to the Supreme Court for a re­ 
versal of the judgment. 
In arguing the m atter in the Supreme 
Court yesterday Judge Denson, for Mrs. 
Stevens, contended that parole proof was 
admissible in order to show that the de­ 
ceased intended to leave hie daughter out 
of the will. 
H e contended also that the 
will 
showed 
on 
its 
face 
that 
she 
was intentionally omitted, because of the 
fact that deceased mentioned bis grandson, 
showing that he had the respondent in his 
m ind. Counsel further contended that if 
Mrs. H ubbard was entitled to any share of 
the estate it was for not more than one- 
sixth, because the deceased left three chil­ 
dren, two of his own and an adopted child. 
On the question of the adoption of Willie 
Stevens by the deceased, counsel claimed 
that under the law of this State the exer­ 
cise of judicial functions is not required; 
that it is sim ply a m atter of agreement be­ 
tween the parties in the presence of the 
County Judge. 
A. P. Catlin and G. E, Blanchard, coun­ 
sel for Mrs. Hubbard, claimed that parole 
evidence is not admissible to show the in ­ 
tention of the testator, and if the bill does 
not contain any direct reference or any 
personal m ention of any child of the testa­ 
tor such child inherits the share of the es­ 
tate she would have succeeded to had there 
been no will, under section 1,307 of the 
Civil code. The decisions of the Supreme 
Court of this State heretofore made were all 
direct and positive against the contention 
of the appellant, and have established the 
law on this point to be 'h a t theiD tention of 
the testator m ust be gathered from the lan­ 
guage of the will itself, and that parole evi­ 
dence to show such intention or any inten­ 
tion is not admissible. 
Counsel argued that the testator, in m en­ 
tioning his grandson, does not show that 
he intended to disinherit his daughter. 
Numerous cases were cited in support of 
these propositions. Upon the question of 
adoption, counsel contended that cases of 
adoption in this State are special cases, and 
can only be heard in some of the Courts 
authorized by the Constitution; that the 
County Judge was not the County Court, 
and that the law, before an adoption can 
be made complete, requires the exam ina­ 
tion of witnesses and the m aking of an 
order or a decree that the child be hence­ 
forth treated in all respects as the child of 
the adopting party, and hence involved the 
exercise of judicial functions. 
Counsel 
cited cases decided by the Suprem e Court 
of this State in support of this claim. 
On the conclusion of the argum ent, 
which was listened to with attention by 
the Justices, the m atter was subm itted. 


METEOROLOGICAL.

T h is T im e H e Is up for D istu rb in g M rs. 
C ro ck er’s P eace. 
Barney Muir, the pickle manufacturer, 
was the drawing card at the Police Court 
again yesterday in his usual role of defend­ 
ant in a disturbance case. 
M uir’s last appearance was about a week 
ago, when he was found guilty and fined 
for trying to clean out a bad-debt collector’s 
office. On that occasion he conducted his 
own defense, made stum p speeches, and 
conducted him self generally in such a 
ridiculous m anner as to keep the specta­ 
tors, the Judge, and Court officials in con­ 
vulsions of laughter. 
The fact that M uir was to be in Court 
again induced a great crowd of idlers to 
brave the elements yesterday and occupy 
the spectators' benches. 
They were not disappointed. 
The 
prosecuting 
witness 
was 
Mrs. 
Crocker, M uir’s housekeeper. She testified 
that on Monday m orning Muir called her 
vile names, kicked her, and tore her cloth­ 
ing—all because she had staid out all 
night. 
M uir then crcss-examined the wit­ 
ness in his own inim itable way. 
Between 
his sentences he would giggle and laugh 
ontrigbt. and then again would be all seri­ 
ousness. 
H e iawned upon the witness and 
cajoled her until she. too, was wreathed in 
smiles, and adm itted that he was not so 
bad a fellow as she bad previously thought 
he was. Then M uir moved for a dismissal 
of the charge against him . 
The City Attorney 
interviewed Mrs. 
Crocker on the subject and found that her 
vindictiveness had wholly vanished. All 
she wanted, she said, was the privilege of 
going to M uir’s house and getting her 
clothing unmolested. After another comi­ 
cal stum p speech, Muir agreed to this and 
Judge Buckley ordered the case dismissed. 


Suit O ver a B a n k A cconnt. 
W atson Barnes, executor of the estate of 
S. P. Barnes, deceased, has bronght suit 
agaiDst the Sacramento Bank to recover 
the sum of $1,510 95, deposited in said bank 
in the name of Mary Bailer, but with the 
understanding that the money should be 
paid to said decedent on demand. Tbe 
Eum now claim ed, w ith interest accrued, 
am ounts to >1 659 72. 


B aseb all M atters. 
A rum or was noised about town last 
evening to the effect that the Sacramento 
baseball team had been paid off by the 
managem ent and disbanded. A R ecobd- 
U nion ^reporter saw T. L. Enright. Secre­ 
tary of the management, last evening in 
regard to the m atter, and that gentleman 
positively denied that there had been any 
disbandment whatever. 
“I'll tell you, 
though,” he added, “ what may have given 
foundation for the report. 
We have re­ 
leased three of the players—Gagus, Selna 
and Roxburg. 
W e did this to m ake room

N early T h re e a n d O n e-h alf In ch es 
R a in In E xcess of B ast Season. 
The Signal Service records show the 
barometer to have risen rapidly yesterday 
up to 6 a. m ., after which time it remained 
stationary, with 
high southerly winds, 
traveling from tweDty to thirty miles per 
hour from tbe southeast. A t the sam e time 
the nim bus or rain clouds were moving a 
few hundred feet above our heads at a h u r­ 
ricane rate, while the rain fell continuously 
daring the entire day, amounting, up to 
5 r. sr., to .68 of an inch, m aking 1.72 inches 
for this storm, and 7.74 inches for this ses­ 
sion; as against 4 31 inches to an equal date 
last year.

AX ASSURED FACT. 


T h e R e p u b lic F irm ly iista b lish e d anil no 
Trouble A nticipated. 
W ashlsot n. N ovember li):h.—The Bra- 
z ia .u iiLHofer to-night received a dispatch 
from 
London, saying: 
“ The Brazilian 
B ank of Rio telegraphs the Brazilian Bank 
of London m at perfect quiet reigns. The 
Republic is accepted in the provinces, and 
th e genera! opinion is that the Republic is 
quite secure." 
The M inister thought that the report of 
bloodshed was not correct 
He is quite 
well satis tied there will not oe any blood­ 
shed. 
“ The manifesto von have just read to me 
is very iiberai. The Provisional Govern­ 
m ent will m aintain order until a new elec­ 
tion takes place, when the voters will de­ 
cide the m atter." 
H e did not think there would be any 
clisintegrat'on of Brazilian territory. “I 
look upon the Republic,” added the Minis­ 
ter, “as an accomplished fact.” The State 
Departm ent has instructed our representa­ 
tives at Rio dc Janeiro to keep it well in ­ 
form ed on affairs in Brazil, and is closely 
w atching the progress of events. No in ­ 
structions have yet been sent as to the re­ 
cognition of the new Government. 


M AN I!ESTO OF THE REPUBLIC. 
Rio De Jaseib o , November 19th.—The 
m anifesto of the republican Government 
cf Brazil is 3 5 follow s: 
FtUouJ- Citizen* : Tbe army and navy and prov­ 
inces have now decreed the fall of the Im perial 
dynasty and the suppression of the monarchical 
system. 
Inis patriotic revolution has been followed by 
the formation of a Provisional Government, 
whose first mission is to guarantee order, liberty 
and the r gilts of citizens 
The formation of this Government until a 
definite Government has been named has been 
m ade with a fu i regard to the most competent 
material. 
The (ioreram eut is simply composed of a 
temporary agent, who will govern and m ain­ 
tain peace, liberty, fraternity and order. The 
attributes and extraordinary faculties invested 
are for the defense aud integrity of the country 
and the preservation of public order. 
T he Provisional Government promises to use 
all the meaus ¡11 its power to guarantee security 
of life and property to ail the inhabitants of 
Brazil, native and foreign, and respect for their 
individual political opinions, excepting the ex­ 
igent modifications necessary for the good of the 
country. 
The army and navy, and the ordinary iunc- 
t ions of the Department of Jus ice. civil and 
m ilitary administration?, will continue under 
their existing organization», aud respect for 
those holding positions will be m aintained. 
The Senate and State Council are abolished and 
tbe Chamber of Deputies dissolved. 
The Provisional Government recognizes all 
national compromises under the late Govern­ 
m ent, ai d all agteements with foreigu powers. 
The public debt, international aud internal, 
will be respected: also all existing contracts 
aud obligations legally made. 
Dkodoro Tonzta, 
Chief of the Provisional Government. 


DOM TEDRO’S R E PL Y . 
Rio d e J a s e ib o , November 19th.—In re­ 
ply to the communication of the new Gov­ 
ernm ent inform ing him of his deposition, 
Dom Pedro said: 
“I resolve to subm it to 
th e command of circumstances to leave 
with all my family for Europe to-morrow, 
leaving this m y beloved country for which 
I have tried to give firm testimony of my 
affectionate love during nearly half a cen­ 
tury us chief of state. 
I will always have 
kindly remembrances of Brazil and hopes 
for its prosperity." 


O FFIC IA L INFO RM A TIO N . 


W a s h i n g t o n , November 19th.— The Bra­ 
zilian M inister states to-day that official in ­ 
f irmation of the change of government in 
i leir country has been received at tbe Le­ 
gation. 
We have decided not to resign or 
to take any other step, said the M inister, 


until we hear from the new Government 
in the m atter. 
At tbe State D epartm ent nothing further 
has been received. 
RUMORS OF FIGHTING. 
P a ris, November 19th.—The Figaro pub­ 
lishes a dispatch from H am burg stating 
that m erchants in that city have received 
a dispatch from Rio stating that a move­ 
m ent in favor of tbe restoration of Dom 
Pedro had been started, and that fighting 
between the M onarchists and Revolution­ 
ists is now going on in the streets. 
REFUSES THE PRESIDENCY. 
London, November I9th.—A story is 
current that prior to the Brazilian revolu­ 
tion Dom Pedro was approached and asked 
to espouse the democracy, the considera­ 
tion being that he should be the first Presi­ 
dent of the republic. The Emperor re­ 
fused, saying he would abdicate if the peo­ 
ple wished to attem pt a plebiscite, but he 
would not personally ceuntenance a revo­ 
lution.

O f Some o f the Leading European Papers 
on the R epublic. 
London, November 1 9ih—The comments 
of the London and Continental press on 
the Brazilian revolution are summarized as 
follows: 
The Standard expects anarchy. 
The Times thinks it probable that Ger­ 
m any and Spain may combine to restore 
the monarchy. 
The St. James' Gazette thinks Salisbury 
will tell all nations to keep hands off. 
The Paris Liberte expects the speedy res­ 
toration of Dom Pedro. 
The Cologne Gazette thinks a republic 
will be unable to perm anently exist in 
Brazil and that the revolution may seri­ 
ously affect German relations w ith Brazil. 
The London Daily Telegraph says: “The 
revolution in Brazil indicates w hat may 
fairly be called the final disappearance of 
m onarchy from the New W orld. 
It may 
be said that Canada is still subject to Queen 
Victoria, but. as a m atter of fact, it is an all 
but independent republic, under the Brit­ 
ish Crown. 
Thus the institution of hered­ 
itary kingship, which has played so great a 
part in the history of the world and which 
is still such a grave factor in European 
politics, is uprooted beyond the Atlantic, 
and with Dom Pedro, of Brazil, the last 
ot Am erican sovereigns retires from the 
scenes.” 


THUNDER AND LIGHTNING. 


The Raiu D escends in Torrents A ll A long 
th e Coast. 
W oodland, November 19th.—The heav­ 
iest thunder-storm in many years in the 
Sacram ento valley visited this place last 
night.
